Special NB-36H Equipped 
To Carry Atom Reactor 


The dramatic role played by Convair and the B-36 in 
bringing atomic powered flight nearer by the day was 
making headlines across the world this week in news- 
papers, magazines and television. ; 

The occasion is the first release of photographs 


showing the NB-86H, first air- 
eraft in history to fly with an op- 
erating atomic reactor aboard. 

At the same time, information 
cleared by the Department of De- 
fense for publication made sig- 
nificance of the nuclear program 
at Convair Fort Worth a bit more 
apparent outside ranks of the 
company and the military. 

Release came this week, al- 
most a year after Convair Fort 
Worth crews flew the colorfully- 
marked NB-36H for the first time 
on Sept. 17, 1955. 

(NB-36H is the designation 
given the aircraft by the U.S. 
Air Force. The “N” is Air 
Force code letter meaning spe- 
cial test—not “nuclear.” And 
B-36H is the designation of the 
bomber modified at Convair 
Fort Worth to perform the 
tests.)

aboard, it does not in any way |- 


help power the aircraft. The plane 
is powered by the six piston eng- 
ines and four jets found on every 
B-36. 

Neither does the reactor op- 
erate at all times. It is shut down 
when the plane takes off and 
lands at Fort Worth. It’s turned 
on for tests only when high over 
remote desert areas. 

To most onlookers, the NB-86H 
appears the same as other B-36s. 
But its nose is different—the re- 
sult of modification required for 
the tests—and its tail bears the 
three-pronged orange radiation 
symbol that sets it apart from all 
others. 

The nose and fuselage show 
an Air Force blue stripe. Jet 
engine pods are painted a fiery 
red. 

There’s something different on 
the fuselage, too. Near the loca- 
tion of the aft cabin, two air- 
scoops protrude. 

These scoop air into the reac- 
tor’s heat exchangers. 

Only the pilots and _ reactor 
crew are aboard. Instead of scan- 
ners in the aft cabin, the plane 
uses a closed-circuit TV set. The 
TV is also used instead of human

First Class Weapon’ Says General 
After Checking Out in F-102A 


An ever-increasing number of 
Air Force pilots have been visit- 
ing Convair’s production flight 
test facility at Palmdale during 
recent months to be checked out 
in the F-102A. 

Among the latest was Brig. 
Gen. T. S. Olds, commander of 
the 26th Air Division of the 
Eastern Air Defense Command, a 
unit which will operate F-102As 
in the future.

a “first class defense weapon” 
and indicated that he felt Air 
Force pilots would “indoctrin- 
ate themselves with ease.”

Captures World Title at Meet 


A scale model B-86 built by an 
Air Force B-36 flight engineer 
captured first place in the Na- 
tional Model Airplane Champion- 
ships held in Grand Prairie, Tex- 
as, July 29. 

Many Convair Fort Worth em- 
ployees were on hand to see the 
maiden flight of the plane, built 
by Capt. Richard Moorhead of 
Biggs AF Base, El Paso. 

One of them was George Craig, 
systems installation engineer. 
Craig worked with Captain Moor- 
head in building the plane several 
years ago in Spokane. Craig built 
the landing gear for the 1/32 
scale model. R. O. Roberts and 
C. RB. Morrison of service engi- 
neering also helped Captain Moor- 
head in El Paso. 

The plane captured the world 
title in flying scale division 
with 390 points. Second highest 
was 369 points racked up by a 
model that had won for the last 
four years. 

The B-36 represents about four 
years of work and is valued at 
$6,000.

And today many thousands of 
those same people are just as 


busy getting ready to write newer 
and ever more dramatic pages 


with the first flight of the delta 


wing supersonic B-58 bomber. 


B. A. Erickson and J. D. Mc- 
Eachern, for instance, served as 
pilot and flight engineer on the 
historic flight ten years ago to- 
day—and are now the only two 
members of the crew still in the 
Convair Fort Worth flight de- 
partment. They have already be- 
hind them long months of prepa- 
ration for the first flight of the 
B-58. 

They’re scheduled to be aboard 
on that occasion—as they were 
on the XB-36. 

Besides Erickson and McEach- 
ern, four other men still with 
Convair were aboard the XB-36 
when it took off at 10:10 a.m. 
Aug. 8, 1946, to open more than 
a decade in which the long range 
bombers have served as the na- 
tion’s foremost strategic air 
weapons. 

In equally important roles were 
Gus Green, then chief of flight 
and now chief of service engineer- 
ing, Joe Hefley, now assistant 
foreman in field operations, and 
W. L. Daniel, Dept. 63, at Con- 
vair Fort Worth and W. P. Eas- 


ley, now of the San Diego flight 


department as a senior flight test 
control engineer. 

It was a big day for all the 
thousands of Convair men and 
women. They lined Grant’s 
Lane as a climax to their own 
efforts in producing what was 
then the world’s largest bomb- 
er. And still is—both largest 
in size and longest in range. 

In a number of ways, the Con- 
vair careers of Erickson and Mc- 
Eachern are typical of the team- 


work and experience thousands of 


Convair people put into their 
work. 
Erickson, now manager of 


flight, and McEachern, a project 


which became world famous in 
World War II. About 3,000 of 
them were built at Fort Worth. 

Besides the B-24 and other air- 
craft, Erickson and McHachern 
also test flew the XB-32 in San 
Diego. It was the forerunner of 
the B-32 bombers which Convair 
Fort Worth was building at end 
of the war. 

They teamed up again in Fort 
Worth in the days before the 
XB-36 was ready to fly. Since 
then they’ve flown every model 
of the B-36, including the GRB- 
36. They’ve flown almost all other 
Convair planes built in the past 
ten years, including the B-60, the 
XC-99 and YC-131C. 

They work together today on 
the many planes being used in 
pre-B-58 flight testing. These 
include the B-47, F-86, F-89, 
F-102 and F-94. 

“We've flown planes powered 
by piston engines, turboprops and 
jets,” said Erickson, “under a 
wide range of speeds—under al- 
most all conditions. And with ex- 
periences both pleasant and other- 
wise. 

“But I can truthfully say that 
we’ve never looked forward to any 
first flight as much as the next 
one—when the B-58 takes to the 
air.” 

And at Convair Fort Worth, 
they’ve got a lot of company.
